Councilmember  Bob  Blumenfield  addresses  CCA  Executive  Committee. 


Councilmember  Blumenfield  at  Executive 
Committee 

This  afternoon,  the  CCA  Executive  Committee  heard  from  Councilmember  Bob 
Blumenfield  about  improving  the  way  the  City  operates. 

Councilmember  Blumenfield  said  that  a  positive  result  of  having  numerous 
councilmembers  who  have  served  in  the  state  legislature  these  legislators  are 
used  to  viewing  how  legislation  affects  the  entire  state  and  now  the  entire  city. 

Blumenfield  also  discussed  his  committee  work  overseeing  the  Port  of  Los 
Angeles  and  LAX,  two  departments  that  have  the  vital  impacts  on  the  local 
economy.  He  also  spent  a  good  deal  of  time  discussing  his  proposals  for  having 
the  City  regulate  the  commercial  sale  of  marijuana  “when  it  is  approved  by  state 
voters."  We  need  new  laws  to  deal  with  legal  sales  to  keep  them  from  getting  out 
of  hand,  he  said.  Voters  should  decide  local  sales  taxes  on  marijuana,  but  the 
Council  should  deal  with  issues  such  as  its  advertisement,  proximity  of  sales  to 
schools  and  the  concentration  of  sales  sites.  This  will  come  to  City  voters  in  March. 

And  Blumenfield  concluded  with  his  advocacy  for  various  ways  to  make  the  City 
more  efficient  and  business-friendly.  He  described  the  reports  he  required  on  the 
effects  of  the  minimum  wage  on  small  businesses,  his  attempts  to  find  methods  to 
replace  the  Community  Redevelopment  Agencies,  and  getting  the  City  to  utilize 
technology  to  streamline  numerous  processes.

CCA  spoke  at  the  Planning,  Land  Use 
and  Management  Committee  (PLUM)  in 
support  of  The  Reef.  The  committee 
approved  the  new  development  project. 
The  Reef  is  a  $1. 2-billion  investment 
and  will  consist  of  residential,  hotel  and 
retail  uses.  It  will  transform  surface 
parking  lots  on  Washington  Boulevard 
and  is  located  within  walking  distance  to 
a  Metro  Blue  Line  Station.

CCA  also  spoke  at  PLUM  about  the 
City’s  potential  sign  ordinance.  CCA 
once  again  called  on  the  committee  to 
move  forward  with  sign  district 
applications  that  date  back  as  much  as 
six  years.  We  told  the  committee  that 
these  districts  must  be  grandfathered  in 
with  the  takedown  and  community 
benefits  requirements  that  were  in  place 
at  the  time  of  their  applications.  And 
CCA  also  spoke  out  for  the  committee 
to  pass  reasonable  regulations  on  the 
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use  of  digital  on-site  signs  that  advertise 
the  goods  and  services  being  sold  on 
premise.  The  committee  directed  staff 
to  report  back  on  the  on-site  sign  issue.
